GOES FAR BACK IN HISTORY 


French City ot Montdldlcr Was of. Inv 


portance In First Millennium of 


the Christian Era. 


The National Geographic society is- 


sues the following war geography bul- 
letin on MontdiSler, a few miles cast 
ot Amiens: 


"This little town, whose history 


dates back to the first millennium of 
the Christian era, had a population 
of less than 5,000 at the beginning of 
the war, but it vaa rich in historic 
associations. It is said to have de- 
rived its name from the fact that 
Didier or Deslderius, the last of the 
Lombard tings, was imprisoned here 
in 774 by Charlemagne. It will be re- 
membered that Charlemagne, having 
put aside his first urtfe, Dcslderiua' 
daughter, took; up the quarrel of Pope 
Adrian I with the Lombard monarch, 
and after marching an army across 
the Alps, captured the erstwhile fa 
ther-ln-!aw's capital city, Ttdnura, 
and took the vanquished, ruler back 
to France, •wbore be died in captivity. 


"Moatdldler ia attractively situated 


on an eminence on the bonks of the 
river Don. It Is the capital of an ar- 
rondissement la the department of 
the Somme, and Is 62 miles north of 
Paris by rail, and 23 miles southeast 
of Amiens. Its' chief industries be- 
fore the war were tanneries and tbe 
manufacture of zinc-white. 


"When the tides of war finally re- 


cede it is probable that the three build- 
ings in which the citizens ot Mont 
didler took the greatest prida will be 
crumbling ruins. These are the church 
of St Pierre,- which was built before 
Columbus set sail on his voyage of 
discovery, and which contains a tomb 
and font of tha eleventh century; the 
church of St. Sepulchre, a fifteenth 
century edifice, acd the Palais de Jus- 
tice, formerly the city castle. In tbe

War of the Roee*. 


' The war of the roses tnat never ends 
"la t a war to vanquish beauty with 
greater beauty. For long ages, since 
history began, this has been going on. 
Japan and India, Serbia and Persia 
cheered on contestants a dozen centu- 
.ries before Damascus gave to .the Cru- 
saders the rtnTrmsir rose for occidental 
culture. 
"Decisions" have only .-tem- 


porary significance. For example, as 
Paris gave Venus the award of beauty, 
his namesake city gives southern Cali- 
fornia the gold medal; the prize of 
honor at the Bagatelle competition.

At Cava del Tlrrenl the Birds Are Way- 


laid With Nets and Slings—Much 


Ingenuity , Necessary to Se- 


cure Good "Bag." 


" It is not often that one comes across 
a little place that has an Ingenious 
and exciting sport all Its own. At Cava 
del Tlrreni In Italy, noweyer, there 
has for a thousand years existed a pe- 
culiar form of pigeon catching. It was 
Introduced In 892, says Mr. Herbert. Vi- 
vian in Italy at War and It has flour- 
ished eve:: since!. At the beginning of 
every autumn great flocks of pigeons 
migrate from Siberia ' to Africa and 
pass over Cava and the Gulf of Saler- 
no. They probably have other routes, 
but Cava is the only place where they 
are waylaid with nets and slings. The 
season Is at Its height Irom tlie 15th to 
25th of October. 


The .pigeon catchers are mostly men 


of the lower middle class, who club to- 
gether to 
form six societies, or 


"gomes." A game usually consists of 
three or four towers and a clearing 
where the nets are set up. One tower 
is'probably a thousand yards from the 
net, and the nearest perhaps seventy 
yards, but the distances vary. The 
towers are toll and slim, windowless 
and weather-beaten. There are steps 
about halfway up the Inside, and a 
rickety ladder leads to the parapet at 
tile top. Each society has also a neat 
little clubhouse, usually near the chief 
tower. 


In a merry mood the members take 


their places In the fresh morning air. 
Most of them are dressed in velveteen 
coats, top-boots and peaked caps, fwo 
men ascend each tower and the rest 
ore distributed among the nets. In 
each of the clearings stands a small 
house from the center of which rises 
a toll black mast. To that two huge 
nets are fastened, stretching right and 
left to clumps of trees and spreading 
out obliquely to the ground. 
Inside 


the house Is a handle and a cogwheel 
for raising the weighted nets. 
The 


lockout place Is a straw hut two or 
three miles uway In.the direction from 
-which the pigeons are expected. "When 
the watcher sights a 9ock of'birds he 
gives a slgnnl on his horn, which otlicr 
watchers scattered nbont the woods 
take up. 


The birds travel at a tremendous 


speed, always with a leader, and In 
flocks of from SO to 100. Every one 
takes to cover, for the birds are easily 
frightened. 
The men on the towers 


are provided with long slings and 
whitewashed stones about the size of 
small hens' vggs. These thoy discharge 
with great force. The pigeons. It Is 
•said, mistake the stones'for hawks and 
.mak'e' frantic ^efforts to avoid them, 
so the Blinders must fllnff the stones 
where they do not wish the birds to 
go; yet whcin they are flying high, a 
stone flung beneath thorn will bring 
them hurtling downward. Then, with 
loud cries, the watchers drive them to- 
ward the nuts. The stone-slinging Is 
the essence of the sport. t;nci it re- 
quires'strong muscles, a quick eye and 
a steady aim. 


But the netting Is also difficult. The 


man at the ropes Is white and nerv- 
ous; everything now depends upon 
him. If he releases the weight at the 
right moment, the net comes down in- 
stantly .and the birds arc bagged. A 
moment - too soon, and they see the 
danger and avoid It; n moment too 
late and they pass in safety. It Is a 
matter of an Instant, and many more 
flocks escape than ure taken. 


The birds are gray nnti somewhat 


smaller than the domestic pigeon. 
They cannot be trained or tamed. Tlie 
sport Is far from being profitable, for 
even when they have good luck the 
pigeon catchers never talce enough 
birds to pay for the elaborate prepara- 
tion they have madn. But tlie moment 
when the nets whirl down at Cava Is 
a moment of rare excitement.

_ The bearing which this exporta- 
tion of power has upon the imports 
of coal into the provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec, the source o£ two-thirds 
of the available current, may be sur- 
mised. Since the war- resulted in a 
scarcity of vessels for transporting 
coal up the St. Lawrence for tha in- 
dustries o£ Montreal, there.hsve been 
converted to the use of electrical 
energy in that vicinity, no less than 
one hundred and fifty private steam 
plants with a demand of about as 
many thousand horse-power. Others 
are considering a like transforma- 
tion.
